Engagement Known in Paris. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PARIS, April 20.—One of Mr. Vanderbilt's 
most intimate friends said this evening that 
it is untrue that his marriage is immediately 
impending, but that his engagement is an 
open secret.

Primarily the deal has fot its purpose to 
give these three railroads a return haul, and 
increase the traffic receipts by reducing the 
number of dead loads. ne which 
bring the products of the great northwestern 
grain fields to Chicago will take back the 
output from Illinois mines inetead of return- 
ing empty, as is so often the cage at present. 


Acquire Big Coal Fields. 

The territory acquired by the combination 
extends through forty miles of the richest 
coal lands in the state, and ig traversed by 
the Jacksonville and St. Louis railroad, 
bought last year by the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy. A connecting Un! of ten miles 
will be built from Jacksonyille to Concord, 
on the St. Louis branch of the Burlington, 
which will give an outlet from the coal fields 
to all the Hill roads. | 

This short line of road will be constructed 
at once, but in the meantime it is under- 
stood a deal has been made with the Alton 
to deliver the coal to the Hill road. 

Much of the property acquired is unim- 
proved, and many of the mines are operated 
only part of the time. Thousands of dollars 
will be expended in these lands pro- 
ductive.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY. HAS 
100 CASES OF TYPHOID. 


Fever Busy in Western Ed bE tional In- 
stitution—One Death and More 
Feared—Talk of Closing the School. 


Stanford University: cal. April 20.— There 
now are 100 cases of typhoid fever in and 
about Leland Stanford university, twenty 
additional cases having broken out yester- 
day and today. Thirteen of these are re- 
ported from Palo Alto and seven on er 
versity campus. 

As yet there has been only one death. 
William Pluntz, a bookkeeper for a San 
Francisco oil company and a resident of 
Palo Alto, succumbed to the disease yes 
terday morning. Several other patients are 
low and more fatalities are feared. A ma- 
jority of the new cases are students in the 
university. Among those who are critically 
ill are: E. E. Miller of Vinton, Ia., and R. 
D. Barrett of Herman, Minn. 

There has been much talk ebout the uni- 
versity closing, but Dr. Jordan states that 
while the conditions are as they are, and 
while the physicians are of the opinion that 
the trouble is almost checked, no action in 
this direction will be taken.

GOVIN IN THE CITY AGAIN. 


Eastern Capitalist and Attorney 
Auerbach Arrive; Begin- - 
ning of the End in 
Springfleld.

The beginning of the end of the street rail- 
way municipal ownership matter will be 
seen today in Springfield. Organized oppoal- 
tion to the Lindly bill was made more effee- 
tive yesterday among members of the lower 
house of the general assembly, among Chi- 
cago aldermen, and among citisens. 

Speaker Miller returned to the state ecap- 
ital late last evening, and refused to say 
whether he would continue his policy of 
throttling the Mueller bill, the enactment of 
which Chicago demands. | 

He is to be pressed to a decision. Petitions 
were circulated among the legislators yester- 
day and among the Chicago aldermen and 
citizens demanding that roll calls be granted 
on the municipal ownership matter and that 
the yeas and nays be taken and entered on the 
journal of the house. 

It was reported that Gov. Yates had a veto 
ready in the event of the passage of either 
the Mueller or the Lindly bill, but the gos 
ernor negatively denied this. Friends of the’ 
former measure in Chicago expressed a hope 
that the governor “ will not scorn the wishes 
of the people of Chicago.“ 


Auerbach and Govin Reappear. 


The organization of the new city council 
and the arrival of a crisis at Springfield has 
renewed the interest of the traction com- 
panies in the prospects of new franchises, 

R. R. Govin and Joseph S. Auerbach, repre- 
sentatives of eastern capitalists, returned to 
Chicago yesterday to confer with the street 
railway people. They were closeted late in 
the afternoon with John P. Wilson, general 
counsel for the Union Traction protective 
committee; W. W. Gurley, attorney for the 
Union Traction company; and E. Raymond 
Bliss, attorney for the Chicago City railway 
company. 

The meetings were held behind closed doors 
and neither Mr. Govin nor Mr. Auerbach 
consented to receive other visitors or inter- 
viewers. To keep their presence anne 
possible they did not even register. 


Return to Springfield Today. | 
Mayor Harrison and the committees of 
aldermen and citizens will return to Spring- 
field at 11 a. m. today to present the city’s 
views to the legislature. The attempt will 
be to substitute in the house the Mueller 
bill, which has already passed the senate, . 
Failing this, an amendment to the Lindly 
bill will be proposed which, in the minds 
of the friends of municipal ownership, is 
absolutely necessary to make it of any value, 

The hope of these committees is that the 
matter may be so presented to Speaker Mu 
ler that he will not dare to refuse roll calls 
on the phases of the question which may 
come before the house tomorrow. On this 
matter the constitution of the state, in pre- 
scribing rules of procedure for the legisla-| 
ture, reads: “4 

In the senate, at the request of two mem 
bers, and in the house, at the request of 
five members, the yeas and nays shall be 
taken on any question and entered upon the

In ͤ order to force the speaker to obey this 
constitutional provision the petitions re- 
ferred to above were circulated in Chicago ~ 
yesterday. One read: 

“To John H. Miller, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives of the Forty-third Gen- 
eral Assembly—We beg to call your attention 
to the great interest of the people of this 
community in pending enabling legisiaticn 
to authorize the municipal ownership oi 
street railways, and we respectfully request 


that you accord roll calls upon all proposi- 


tions relating to the consideration of house 
bill 864 (Lindly bill), and especially upon 
the proposition to substitute for the pend- 
ing bill house bill 864 senate bill 40, with 
suggested amendments, commonly known as 
the Mueller bill.” 

This paper was signed by every member 
of the city council and by citizens generally 
who are interested in the municipal owner- 
ship question. 


Signed by Members of House. 


The other petition addressed to Speaker 
Miller was for the signatures of members. 
of the house. It was as follows: 

In order that there may be no misunder- 
standing as to our position the undersigned 
members of the house of representatives of 
the Forty-third general assembly respect- 
fully demand that upon all propositions re- 
lating to the consideration of house bill No. 
864, being a bill for an act entitled, ‘An 
act to authorize cities to own, construct, 
acquire, purchase, maintain, operate, mort- 
gage, and lease street railways,’ on second 
reading, including the consideration of 
amendments which may be offered to the sald 
bill, roll calls be granted in accordance with.

I PENSIONS IN VAIN 


WIDOWS AND CHILDREN OF POLICE 
REFUSED MONEY. 


Payment Day Finds Fund Gone and 
the Families of Those Who Were 


Killed in the Discharge of Their 


nutz as Well as Old Men Cripplea 


by Their Service to the City Go Home 
Empty Handed — O’Neill’s State-

There were no police pensions paid yester- 
day. The widows of policemen who had been 
killed im performance of their duty, and old 
policemen dependent on their pensions for 
support went to the city paymaster in vain. 
Without money in the fund the pension board 
could make no payments. Families of six 
and seven children supported by this pen- 
sion may be in.actual want before the end 
of the month. Here is Chief O'Neill's state- 
ment of the condition and its causes. 

“It was a sad thing to see these old po- 
licemen and the widows of men who had died 
in the service come to the paymaster and find 
that they could draw nothing. 

“There was old Andrew Pennell. I re- 
member he was one of the old officers when 
I went on the force. He came down today 
and found the paymaster had nothing for 
him. He may not have had car fare to reach 
his home again. The money he relies on for 
support cannot be paid him. 

*“ Thirteen or fourteen of the 
came into the office this morning, and I tried 
to explain the situation. There is Mrs. Pat- 


\rick Duffy. She is the widow of the police- 


man who was shot dead in his tracks in 
the stockyards district. She hes five chil- 
dren to support, and they are dependent on 
the $41 a month she gets in pension. 


Some Pitiful Instances. 

There is the rent to pay, the grocer, the 
meat man, and all the other bilis, and no 
money to pay them with. This is the family 
of a man shot while doing his duty. Whenl 
told the pensioners this morning of Mrs. 
Duffy’s case another woman spoke up and 
said: ‘I have seven children, and my hus- 
band was shot while trying to arrest a crim- 
inal. I am in the same condition as Mra. 
Duffy, and have more mouths to feed.’ 

The widow of Policeman Messenger, who 


was shot at the Harrison street police sta- 


tion, came from a hospital to try and get her 
money. She had just been through a sur- 
gical operation. Another widow said she 
just had 20 cents in the world. 

There was another woman with six chil- 
dren and dependent on the money which we 
could not give her. It’s a sad thing to think 
that this is the fate of a policeman’s family 
after he has worked faithfully for the city 
and probably has lost his life trying to pro- 
tect the lives of other people. ee 

The pensioners took such encouragement 
as I could give them. I told them we would 
send out policemen to capture dogs and get 
the tax, and thus increase our revenue. 
Maybe we can get enough money in to make 
a payment next month. Of course this pay- 
ment is not defaulted. We may be able 
to make it up some time, and we hope next 


month to make a payment. 


O'Neill Blames Patrolmen. 

* Meanwhile our efforts to secure relief 
from the legislature have been blocked by 
the ill advised efforts of patrolmen to get 
their pensions raised. A sort of dog in the 
manger policy has hurt the endeavor to put 
the pension fund on a safe basis. é 
„There has not been any new blood put 
in the police force for years. We have not 
been able to retire old timers on pensions. 
We can’t turn them out in the streets to 
starve. We have had to keep them at work. 
I even have one armed men on the foree. 

“Now, while we are doing everything to 
keep down the number of pensioners, and are 
trying to secure more revenue, the patrolmen 
come in and insist on an advance in their 
pensions. We draft a bill which reduces the 
pensions of commanding officers, provides 
additional revenue, and leaves the police- 
man’s pension where it is, and then the pa- 
trolmen come in, take all the provisions we 
have drawn for increased revenue, add an- 
other $100 to their own pensions, and send 
the bill to Springfield. 

J am told there are a big lobby and two 
attorneys at the legislature trying to defeat 
our bill and pass that ef the patrolmen. 
Now, what if they do pass it? Relief will 
be granted for a year or two and then this 
same situation will be on us 
' “Instead of allowing a surplus to grow 
into an endowment fund they pro to eat 
it all up in increased pensions. And while 
they are making these efforts the dependent

AN ADDITION TO LINCOLN PARK. 
Now that Representative Brundage has 


learned that his Lake: View constituents 

favor the Lincoln park commissioners’ bill 
he must bestir himself to bring it out of the 
committee where he buried it. The bill, 
which has passed the senate, is to define the 

shore line north of the present park bounda- | 
ry and to authorize the commissioners to 

fill in nearly 300 acres of submerged land, 
the work to be paid for by bonds issued by 

the town of Lake View. At present Lake 
View has no debt. If a debt of that size 

seems formidable to the taxpayers of the 

town they may console themselves with the 

reflection that when the inevitable consoli- 
dation of park systems is effected their 

park debt will be an obligation of the whole 
city instead of Lake View alone. There is 

another point to be considered, When that 
consolidation shall have taken place it will 

not be so easy a matter as it is now to secure 

a bond issue of a million dollars or of half 
a million, even, for the exclusive improve- 
ment of Lincoln park. This is the time to 
do something for that.park. It will be to 
the advantage of Lake View to issue bonds 
for a park extension which would be es- 
pecially accessible to residents of the town 
and will enhance the value of property. 


The bill has a referendum clause, and th 


people will pass on the bond issue. Lake 
View cannot suffer by the passage of the 
bill. If the voters take advantage of the 
measure they will, not régret it. Mr. Brun- 
dage Should inform the chairman and mem-

PARIS, April 30.—A dispatch received here 
from the Servian frontier says that the body- 
guard at the royal palace at Belgrade has 
been strongly reinforced. A coup de main is 
feared, and King Alexander is taking e 
measure to avert the threatened attack: 


King Alexander executed a coup d’état on 
April 7 when he issued two proclamations, 
one suspending the constitution for a few 
days and annulling all the laws passed by 
the skupshtina and reénacting the laws that 
existed previous to the constitution in 1901. 
The second proclamation restored the consti- 
tution to its former validity. 

It was said at the time that King Alex- 
ander’s jugglery with the constitution was 
regarded. in Austrian and other political 
circles as a dangerous experiment.

Parachute Rope Breaks and Man Drops 
to the Earth—Alive but Injured 
Seriously. 


Houston, Tex., April 20.—[ Special. 
tragedy was enacted before thousands of 
spectators this afternoon. that probably 
winds up the career of Prof. LeRoy Fewer, 
the balloonist.

VESSELS ESCAPE ICE FIELD. 


One of Long Imprisoned Schooners 
Reaches Gloucester, Mass.—Deep 
Snow in Newfoundland. 


Gloucester, Mass., April 20.—The schooner 
Scepter, one of the Gloucester vessels which 
have been imprisoned in the ice at Bay of 
Islands, N. F., rounded Eastern point this 
afternoon and dropped anchor in the harbor. 
Capt. Cahoon reports that the schooner 
Dauntless also escaped the ice, but probably 
has gone to St. Pierre. Capt. Cahoon says 
the snow is from twenty to thirty feet 
deep on the level in Newfoundland, and in 
ravines it is probably 100 feet deep. He 
thinks the summer season will not be long 
or warm enough to carry away,the snow. 
The Gloucester crews are well, the vessels 
are unhurt, and the cargoes are in good shape.

Barrymore gave her admirers and well wish- 
ers at Powers’ last night when she began 
her annual Chicago engagement. It was 
pleasure not alone by the merry entertain- 
ment she and her company furnished them, 
but pleasure in even more abundant measure 
by the proofs she gave that she is déveloping 
noticeably and finely in the mastering of her 
chosen art. 

She returned to them a better actress than 
when seen here last, showing abilities it had 
not before been thought she possessed, as 
well as giving evidence of having gained 
more of skill and surety in the handling of 
that line of dramatic work in which she had 
previously been seen. 
She has increased her technical proficiency, 
but she has sacrificed nothing.of the spon- 
taneity,.the naturalness and winsome girl- 
ishness, that has ever been one of her chief 
charms as‘a player, and which is of priceless 
value to her since it represents that precious, 
unpurchasable quality in any actor—individ- 
uality.. She has lost none of her native 
charm, but she has gained in skill. : 

It was in Carrots, the pathetic sketch 
from the French of Jules Renard, that Miss 
Barrymore discovered to her audience tal- 
ents as an actress which it had not before 
been thought she possessed. She did a piece 
of repressed emotional work which was 
thoroughly artistic in the freedom from ex- 
aggeration and the fineness of detail that 
distinguished it. It rang so true in its sin- 
cerity and truth that the audience paid it 
of necessity the tribute not only of close 
attention but of tears. N 


This little one act play is the gem of the 
evening 6 entertainment, the Law comedy 
being bright and amusing, but révealing no 
qualities not foundina score of similar pieces 
supposed to reflect conditions in the “smart” 
circles in England. But Renard in his sketch, 
while his methods are French in the neat- 
ness and @eftness that characterize them, 
has told in dramatic form a story of a heart-. 
ache that belongs to no nation or people 


itself. He has told of the longing of a child's 
nature for tenderness and affection and has 
pictured with power that tragic moment in 
every sensitive person's life when the first 
realization comes that there exists in the 
world such a thing as hatred, as shattered 
hopes, and broken hearts. > 

Carrots, the central figure in this sad little 
revealment of human longings and misun- 
derstandings, is a child who came,into the 
world unwanted by either mother or father, 
they having quarreled and his arrival not 
having brought them together again,” as 
he pathetically says it should have done, 
when his father tells him the truth. The 
mother has criticised his every thought and 
action, has scolded and whipped him until 
his life is one of constant self-distrust, re- 
belli and fear. The father has accepted 
the e’s word for it that the boy is 
“ peculiar and sulky, and it is only when, in 
a moment of overpowering and 
desperation, the boy explains to the father 
the true condition of things and, telling of 
his twofold attempt at suicide, begs to be 
permitted to leave home that realization as 
to the child's nature and its worth and needs 


is made clear.

that characterize their work. In. the title 
part Miss Barrymore embodies with rare ef- 
fectiveness the lad just in the stage of awk- 
wardness and shyness that marks the transi- 
tion from youth to manhood. She is long of 
leg and arm, drooping of shoulder, and is all 
hands, exactly as is a boy at that period of 
his development, and she even puts into her 
voice a hint of the coming change from treble 
to bass. She looks the part to the life, and 
her movements and gestures are all admira- 
bly in keeping. Her delivery of the lines 
shows careful study and thought, for there 
is the hesitation, the haste, the unevenness 
of speech that are natural to the child when 
first talking on a subject long forbidden 
mention. The dread of the mother is shown 
in countless deft touches, and the sincerity 
of the joy when the father tells him he does

It was a portrayal beautifully finished and 
highly artistic, and it adds materially to 
Miss Barrymore's right to recognition as a 
player of good abilities and still finer prom- 
ise.

Miss 
Barrymore ie the young woman, and her as- 
sumption of girlish ingenuousness, while as 
exaggerated in its way as was Diizabeth’s, 
is nevertheless charming, and the ease and 
skill with which she winds the men of the 
party around her finger and exasperates the 
women by so doing ie undeniably entertain- 
ing and amusing.

- BLAZING WRECK. 


Fast from Chi- 


cago Crashes Into Freight 
at Red House, N. 1. 


| Accident Caused by Mistaking of 


Special Signals Intended 
to Avert Collision. 


Jamestown, N. T., April 20.—[Special. }— 
The fast Erie train No. 4, from Chicago to 
New York, was wrecked at Red House, N. T., 
and eight persons killed and ten persons in- 
jured, three of them seriously. Only one 
of the dead, Robert N. Hotchkiss of Mead- 
ville, Pa., has beet identified. The others 
were burned in the wreck of the passenger 
train and the freight with which it was in 
collision. 
The accident was caused. by the precau- 
tions taken by a freight crew to avoid it. 
Seven bodies, apparently those of three 
men, three women, and a child, were burned 
beyond recognition irf the fire which followed 
the wreck. The women are said to have 
boarded the train at Youngstown, and to 
have come from Pittsburg.

COACHMEN WANT A UNION 


Wages and Working Conditions Satis- 
factory, but They Desire a Line 

Drawn Between the Man Trained in 
the “Best Families” of E»mgtand and 
Those Educated in South Halsted 
Street—Also Aim to Exact More Con- 
sideration from Other Employes. 


Coachmen in various stables of the ‘city 
have caught the fever of organization and 
are clamoring for some labor leader to form 
them into a union. They have suddenly.dis- 
covered that they have grievances that can- 
not be offset by their gorgeous suits and the 
position of honor at the tail end of a swell 
turnout. 

Buttons,“ the bell boy, has his union. 
Hostler,“ the stableman, is a member of 
an organization which controls 2,000 men. 
Dven Bridget,“ the maid, has joined the 
army of union labor. But the coachman has 
remained without affiliation. ‘ 

Buttons,“ obeying the orders of his union, 
refuses to open and shut the carriage door. 
Hostler will no longer do aught but clean 
the stables and harness. Bridget has 
taken the stand that a man without a union 
card is no man at all. Now the coachmen 
have decided that the only solution is a 
union. 

When their representatives came to Or- 
ganizer Fitzpatrick of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor he at first refused to listen to 


if they would get twenty bona fide coachmen 
to promise to be charter members of the first 
union of its kind in the country. 


Cc Needs of Coachmen. 


The objects, as outlined by the petitioners, 
are as follows: 

We want to keep our business exclusive. | 

We want to do nothing but coaching, so we can 
become the models of our trade in the country. 
We want to become the expert judges of all the 
horses purchased by our employers. 

We want hostiers to do the cleaning of the sta- 
bles and harnesses. 

We want our clothes cut and made by tallors 
of the first grade, and grant to select the material 


We do not want to sit in state while our em- 
ployers are spending several hours visiting. 

Fitzpatrick is not accustomed to dealing 
with coachmen, and proposed that they form 
a union along stereotype lines. He asked 
them to frame a wage scale and make out 
a working schedule, such as is customary 
with new organizations. This they refused 
to do, asserting that they were paid accord- 
ing to the wealth of the family that hires 
them, and that their working conditions de- 
pended chiefly upon the habits of their em- 
ployers. 

Want to Elevate the Profession.“ 

“We want a union, yet we don't want a 
union,“ said one of the men. What we are 
enxious to get is a sort of club which all of 
the better coachmen of the city can join, find 
out what should be the salaries of each, and 
what are reasonable demands from our em- 
ployers. 

„We don’t want a set scale of wages. The 


| coachman educated by the best families of 


England is worth more money than the one 
brought up in South Haisted street. The one 
who knows the value of a horse is. worth 
more than one who can merely sit stiffly and 
carry out the idea that his employers have 
been wealthy for generations. We are mem- 
bers of a profession, and what we want is a 
union to force the other employés about the 
house to recognize the fact.’” 

If the coachmen succeed in getting togeth- 
er the twenty men demanded by the federa- 
tion their union will be formally launched, 
chartered by the American Federation of 
Labor, and made a permanent body. Before 
this is done the local leaders will take steps 
to prevent the movement from taking a 
course that will make the organization a 
ccpy of that which amused and helevated 
Sam Weller while he and Pickwick were so- 
journing at Bath.

LOCKOUT 30,000 MEN 


THREE BIG HARD COAL COMPA- 
NIESSHUT DOWN. | 
Question of One Hour of Work a Week 
\Is "the Issue on Which Employers 
and Employes Divide — Refusal to 
Remain Full Time on Saturday Re- 
sults in Suspension of Operations in 
Schulykill District — Miners Were 
Confident of Victory. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., April 20.— [Special. 
Thirty thousand mineworkers were locked 
out today in the Schuylkill région by the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company, the Lehigh Valley company, and 
the Susquehanna Coal company. The ac- 
tion of the coal companies has caused ex- 
citement throughout the Schuylkill region. 

‘The stand taken by the companies was 
caused by the miners refusing to work more 
than eight hours on Saturday. The report 
of the strike commission declares that they 
shall put in the regular nine hours on Sat- 
urdays as on other days, but last week the 
mine employés served notice that they would 
not serve the extra hours. The companies 


put in full time or consider themselves dis- 
charged. On Saturday the men threw down 
their tools and left the collieries when eight 
hours had expired. .They went to their homes 
confident that the companies would not carry 
out their threat. 


Men Confident of Victory. 


There was a feeling of confidence yester- 
day that the men had made their point and 
no trouble was ‘looked for. All this was 
changed today when the men reported for 
work and found themselves locked out. The 
men found notices posted stating that work 
had been suspended indefinitely at the Le- 
high Valley, the Philadelphia and Reading, 
and the Susquehanna coal companies. 

John Mitchell, president of the United 
Mineworkers of America, arrived here this 
afternoon and will hold a conference with 
the members of the three district boards, be- 
ginning tomorrow. 

The board members say there are many 
details to be adjusted and that the workers 
in many portions of the districts are much 
agitated.

Theawardof 
the commission makes it compulsory for the 
operators to employ; at the expense of the 
miners, a check weighman whenever request- 
ed by a majority of the men at any colliery. 

While here Mr. Mitchell will direct the se- 
lection of three members tothe board of con- 
ciliation. Secretary George Hartlein of the 
ninth district saye that the men understand 
that the primary finding of the commission 
was that working conditions should be the 
game as they were in 1900, except where con- 
cessions are granted. In 1900 the men worked 
only the eight hours on Saturday. 


Ultimatum by Alton Trainmen. 


Bloomington, III., April 20.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago and Alton trainmen announced tdé- 
day that they had given the final notice to 
the officials concerning the acceptance of 
the proposed new schedule, containing the 
15 per cent increase in pay to freight men 
and 12 per cent to passenger men, and that 
there would be no further conferences. A 
reply is expected at any'time. The schedule 
is different from that submitted by the of- 
ficials. 

The ultimatum of the Alton employés fol- 
lows a joint conference between the com- 
mittees from that road and those of the 
Rock Island, Santa Fé, Wabash, and Illinois 
Central. The Santa Fé has accepted the 
scale. The Rock Isla has been granted a 
postponement until after President Roose- 
velt completes his tour over that system. 


Great Northern Is Firm. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 20.—It was officially 
announced today that General Manager F. 
E. Ward of the Great Northern has sent to 
the committee of trainmen representing that 
system a communication announcing: 
First, that the company refused to treat with 
the committee, its officers, or the officers 
of the national order of conductors and 
trainmen, as an organization; second, that 
the company refuses to grant any of the de- 
mands of the committee relative to increased 
pay for men serving on double header trains, 
or to abolish double heading. or to grant 
any concessions whatever on this issue. 


St. Louis Car Employes Threaten. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 20,—It is stated that

CONTEMPT ORDER 


Judge Holdom's Writ. 


YOUNG COMING TODAY. 


pany Work All on Duty Ex- 
cept at One Barn. 


Striking gasworkers were taken before 
Judge Holdom yesterday and ordered to 
show cause why they should not be pun- 
ished for contempt in violating his injunc- 
tion. At the same time crowds. gathered 
around the barns of F. G. Hartwell, who 
does the hauling for the People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company, and prevented his team- 
sters from going out to work. a 

The officers of the teamsters’ union took 
no hand in the struggle, for they received 
news that their president, Albert Young, 
was on his way home from Boston and would 
assume charge of the situation today. As 
Young is a firm believer in the validity of 
contracts, his presence is expected to bring : 
an end to the vacillating policy of the mem- 
bers of his union. 

The serious phases of the strike were 
brought out in the hearing before Judge 
Holdom. Affidavits by officials! and em- 
ployés of the company were read. These 
set forth that twenty-five of the strikers 
were guilty of violations of the injunction. 
Acting on the evidence they contained, the 
judge ordered the men to show cause by 
Saturday why they should not be punished. 


“ This is not an ordinary strike,“ said At- 
torney James F. Meagher in his plea for the 
company. It is conspiracy. If it weré not 
for the loyalty and- fearlessness of the em- 
ployés now at work this city would beina 
state of chaos. This is a contest between 
right, justice, law, and order against an- 
archy.

Workers Hounded by Strikers. 


Further charges were made by the attor- 
neys for the company that the orders of the 
court were openly defied, that wagons were 
stopped and the drivers threatened until they 
returned to the barns, and that force and in- 
timidation were used on the men who re- 
fused to leave their work. It was also as- 
serted that the loyal employés were hounded 
by the strikers, who even had tried to shut 
off their grocery supplies. 

Against these charges the, attorneys for 
the strikers urged that the injunction was 
not binding in that it was issued on conclu- 
sions made by the gas company. It was an- 
nounced that on Saturday the strikers will 
have affidavits in answer to those filed by the 
attorneys for the company. : 


Teamsters Nearly All at Work. 

Attempts to stop the teamsters during the 
day failedat Sheldon and Lake streets, where 
the west side stables of Mr. Hart- 
well are located. He was there in per- 
son when the teams went out, and with 
the police quelled all disturbances. Two 
of the teamsters were followed for over a 
mile and returned, saying they were afraid 
to go outagain. On being ordered to do their 
work both consented and finished the day. 

The teamsters and the company are 
anxious to have Young back in the city. 
His -orders, it is believed, will be respected 
by the strikers and their pickets. When he 
arrives a call will be issued for a special 
meeting of the union, and at it he will out- 
line the course of action the men are to pur- 
sue. 

No Interruption, Says Mr. Wooster.

STRIKE IN A MACHINE SHOP. 


Employes of H. W. Caldwell & Son Go 
Out on Demand for Nine 
Hour Day. 


Employés of the H. W. Caldwell & Son 
company, Western avenue and Seventeenth 
Street, struck yesterday morning because 
the firm would not grant them the nine hour 
day. The 200 men who went out are ma- 
chinists, pattern makers, and metal workers. 

Three weeks ago the iron tra unions 
made a formal demand on all the manu- 


and a nine hour day. The Caldwell com- 
pany signified its ,willingness to grant the 
wages, but refused to change the hours. 
Out of. the 500 shops in the city over half 
have agreed to the terms of the unions, and 
those who hold out will suffer from strikes. 


Job Settles a Strike. 


Frederick W. Job, secretary of the Em- 
ployers’ association, settled the long drawn 
out strike of the picture frame makers during 
the day. Over 2,000 of these workers have 
been trying to force their employers to give 
them higher wages, shorter hours. and rec- 
ognition of their union, The trouble has 
tied up the industry for three months. The 
settlement does not include recognition of 
the union, but stipulates that there shall 
be no discrimination against union men. It 
arranges for a joint committee to adjust the 
wage and hour controversy. Pending its 
decision the men are to return to work. 


Final Notice Given Bakers. 


The master bakers of the city will notify 
their employés tomorrow either to settle the 
differences that seem liable to causé a strike 
in the trade or bring the trouble to open 
Warfare. This decision was reached last 
night at a meeting in Jung’s hall, 106 Ran- 
dolph street. The master bakers are willing 
to give the men $1 more a week than they de- 
mand if they will not ask for the nine hour 
day. These terms were réjected once, but 
it is believed they will be finally accepted. 

The South Water street merchants and 
their helpers will meet tomorrow and make 
another attempt to adjust their troubles. 
They are upon terms of settlement 
for all but two branches of the work, banana 
unloading and poultry handling. The men 
want $12 a week for handling bananas, and 
the firms are willing to grant but $10. The 
firms want the men to accept 8 cents a crate 
for unloading chicken coops from freight

High Rates and Competition of Lake . 


Lines Cause of Decrease—Interstate

The competition of the lake lines for flour 
and grain traffic is having a serious effect 
on ‘the eastbound roads.

Under existing conditions rates cannot be 
cut secretly, and consequently if a road finds 
it has to make lower rates to secure busi- 
ness, it must make an open reduction b 
filing the reduced tariff with the intersta 
commerce commission. Such action on the 
part of any one of the eastbound roads will 
compel all others to come down with the

ALL RATES OFF IN 
BLOW TO STATE COMPANIES. 


Action Is thé Result of a General Under- 


standing Reached Yesterday — Will 


‘Reduce Competition Ultimately. 


Rates are off im Iowa, a general under- 
standing to that effect having been reached 
yesterday. For several years conditions 
there have been unsatisfactory, and several 
previous attempts have been made to declare 
rates off, but a compromise was reached by 
which the bars were let down on preferred 
business only, and that without having much 
effect. Of late complaints of rate cutting 
have been general, all classes of companies 
being involved, and any understandings as 
to maintenance of rates were declared off 
yesterday. 

The result will be to put Iowa into the list 
of unprofitable states for many companies, 
and ultimately reduce the competition there. 
The effect will be felt most severely by the 
numerous state companies. At present the 
companies are prevented from combining 
their experience or acting together in any 
way, but the Bennett rates are used as an 
advisory tariff. A case is pending in the 
United States court at Des Moines, where 
it will be up next month, which may do 
away with this anti-compact law. 
present flurry may clear the air by that time 
and produce better conditions in Iowa. 


Judge Hazen at Topeka decided yesterday 
that the fire insurance companies there were 
not operating in violation of law in getting 
their rates from the Eldredge bureau. Near- 
ly two years ago the county attorney there 
began proceedings against practically all 
the companies under the anti-trust law, 
charging them with violation of it in using 
advisory rates.

If the man said he could 
not afford to make the improvement, Dr. 
Reynolds was likely to tell him to do the 
best he could and make the improvement 
as soon as he could, and then drop the pros- 
ecution.”’ 

Visiting Nurses to Complain. 

The Visiting Nurses’ association is pre- 
pared to furnish data concerning insanitary 
conditions by which public health is en- 
dangered. Its eighteen nurses visit the poor- 
est homes in the city, and it is there thatthe 
lack of even ordinary hygienic precautions 
are most manifest. 

The association has been asked by Hull 
house to furnish this data, and it is said its 
report will show an average number of 
twenty-five specific cases during each month 
of the last year where sanitary regulations 
were not enforced or remedied by the health 
department. 

The regulations that have been neglected 
or ignored include failure to placard cases of 
diphtheria or scarlet fever, failure to isolate 
such cases, and delayed or improper fumi- 
gation. 

Though the health department has been 
negligent,’’ said one of the nurses yester- 
day, there has been an astonishing apathy 
regarding sanitary conditions by higher au- 
thorities than Dr. Reynolds, who does the 
best he can with the limited number of in-

Various social settlements are expected 
to follow the example of Hull house.

At the North- 
western university settlement yesterday it 
was said that a report would be made about 
a dead horse which had lain under the win- 
dows of the house since Saturday morning, 
though the health department had been 
notified to take it away. 

At the same place mention was made of 
bad sewage, bad water, and poorly cleaned 
streets, which were said to be responsible 
for epidemics in the thickly congested dis- 
trict, near Union and Grand avenues, popu- 
lated by working people. 


Medical Praise for Reynolds. 
Discussing the work of the health depart- 
ment under Dr. Reynolds, the Chicago Med- 
ical Recorder of this month in an editorial

The management of a numer of threat 
ened epidemics of smailpox in a city which 
is notoriously badly situated, and made up 
of a population extremely difficult to con- 
trol; the measures which have resulted in 
a great reduction of infant mortality; the 
control of certain food products, especially 
milk; the establishment of a municipal lab- 
oratory, and the gratuitous examination of 
biological specimens in diphtheria and blood 
in typhoid have all been inaugurated and 
developed successfully under the adminis- 
tration of Dr. Reynolds. Chicago has never 
had a health officer before who so well un- 
derstood the importance of maintaining ex- 
cellent working relations between the pro- 
fession and the department, guarding the. 
privileges and rights of both interests, and 
thereby securing the best results.“

ysical resurrection 
caused a heated discussion at the Methodist 
ministers’ meeting yesterday. It was pre- 
cipitated by a paper by Dr. R. H. Pooley of 
Rockford, in which he held that men's bodies 
would not rise from the grave on the day of 
judgment. The ministers promptly took 
sides and a long discussion followed. 

Dr. Pooley argued that men have two 
bodies, physical and spiritual. The physical 
body is laid in the grave and the spiritual 
body ascends to heaven. He held that friends 
shall recognize each other in heaven, but 
that there will be no marriage, and all will 
be angels there. 

The opposition to this belief expressed 
itself immediately. Several ministers as- 
serted that such doctrine destroys much of 
the Christian faith and takes the founda- 
tion from many of the Protestant faiths. 
Some of the older men urged that such doc- 
trine would nullify all of the New Tésta- 
ment, and that if there is no physical resur- 
rection then there was no need of a New 
Testament. Dr. C. E. Mandeville, one of the 
presiding elders, then declared that it was 
dle to “‘ babble" over such a subject. and 
advised the ministers to save their efforts 
for something which they might settle clear- 
ly by discussion. 

This provoked the reply from the Rev. W. 
E. Tilroe that “ if we are compelied to get a 
subject upon which we all agree, then we had 
just as well stop our discussions.” . 

Dr. Milton 8. Terry said that the question 
was simply a matter of construction placed 
on the bible: The Rev. W. H. Burns became 
sarcastic in his opposition to the theory ad- 
vanced by Dr. Pooley.
